London, Jan. 22.— Just before midnight 
the war office Sssued the follo\viiig des- 
patch from General Buller: 

"Spearuiau's Camp, Jan. 22 — (p,ni.) — 
Tlie following casiialtios are reported in 
General Hart's Brigade as the result of 
yesterday's fighting: ICilled— Capt Ry- 
all, Yorkshire llegiinent, niul live men. 
Wounded — Second Lieut. Andrews, Bor- 
der llogiinent, and five men; Second 
Lieut. Barlow, Yorkshire Bet^ment, and 
T.") men. Missing— 8 men. Other casual- 
ties will be forwarded when received," 

The foregoing- was all the war oflice 
liad Ls.srued up to midnight. Nothing 
therefore, is known here regarding Mon- 
day's operations. 

A despatch to the Daily News from 
Potgieter's Drift, dated Friday, January 
IDth suys: 

"The spirits of the troops bore 
are greatly raised by the convdction that 
(ieneral Baiter has a thorough' grasp of 
the situatlbn." 

SCENES ON THE MARCH. 

"-Vs the force has left the railway, trans- 
port dilllcultieti are being experienced. 
The rivers are often tlootlcd and what 
were a short time ago trickling streams 
are now deep torrents. 

"The scenes at the drifts cannot easily 
he forgotten. One sees a perfect pande- 
monium of ox wagons. Sometimes tlur; 
t.v oxen are yoked to a single wagon' 
and tlie drivers make a veritable Babol 
of noitie, t^houting in Dutch, English and 
Zulu. They brandish their long whips, 
and occasionally aa upset stops -a whole 
train. 

*'At another point or time, half .a re- 
giment .'will drag a cart 'and its mules up 
the- river bank by' main force. ' (The trac- 
tion ^-^ engines looked . promlfiinir at first, 
but since Ghlevcley I hare seen nothing 
of. them." 

DRIVING THE BOERS. 

London, .Tan.. 22.— The Daily Mail has 
the following'idnted Sunday night from 
Spearman's CSinp: 

"There has been hot fighting all day. 
At dawn our attack was resumed along 
the entire line, all tlie brigades taking 
part. We soon discovered that the Boors 
occupied the range of liills in forse, their 
po.iition being very strong. The range 
iH iutersoeted by <ieep rarines, and many 
approaches are very dilllcult of iicce*v<. 

"To-day the Boers who were driven 
from their trenches yesterday tool: c<)ver 
ill dongas, and behind the Toeica with 
whicli tin.' hills are strewn. 

" The forces therefore commenced the 
tjisli of driving them out. and set to 
work with good heart in the early morn- 
ing. Miieli firing took place, tind our 
progress was slow, but gradually British 
pluck told its ttilo, and the enemy fell 
liack to uiiotlier kopje. They swarmed 
ou and ocH'Upied it, and then the attack 
recommenced with the utmost gnlUintry. 

" The country simply abounds in hills, 
favorable to guerilla warfare, and our 
task is an arduous one. Nevertheless 
it is being gradually accomplished. 
Whenever any of the enemy were ob- 
served taking up a fresh position, our 
field batteries poured in showers of 
shrapnel, and the rapid movement of 
the guns, followed by accurate shooting, 
iiuist have greatly distressed them. 

" Tlie enemy were oil the defensive 
almost the entire day, save once, when 
they attempted to ontllank our left aud 
were Kigiiall.v checkmated. They relied 
almost entirely on rille fire. .V fe^v 
sliells were fired from n heavy i)iece of 
ordnance, but these fell liarni)(>.ss. 

"We now occupy the lower crest on 
the left, and are converging slowly but 
surely to the Boer centre. The Boer 
loRK is unknown, hut must have been 
heavy. Their killed and wounded are 
carried away to the rear rapidly. Strong 
niniors an- in eirenlation that the Boers 
are retiring. The battle will be re- 
siiiiied to-morrow." 

WARREN'S HARD FIGHTING. 

London, Jan. 211. — Tlie Times pub- 
lishes the following from Frere Camp, 
dated yesterday (Monday) afternoon: 

" On Frida.y Gen. Warren began a 
long circuitous march from Trichnrd's 
Drift- westward. This was abandoned 
owing' to the. fact that the long- ridge 
which riins from Spion's Kop was occu- 
pied by the enemy, who commanded the 
route, rendering the maintenance of 
columns for, ..transports ,;impo8sib)e, . He 
tUere'fore returned and camped,.:for the 
night about two miles from Tnchard's 
Drift. On Saturday a frontal attack on 
the ridges was ordered." 

The correspondent then describes Sat- 
urday's fightin.g (already cabled I, and 
adds: " The men behaved splendidly 
under an incessant heavy cross-fire in a 
burning sun for seven hours. Our 
casualties were for the most part slight, 
the proportion of: killed to -wounded being 
extremely small." .'"■' 

THE LONDON REVIEW. 

London, .T:ui. 2.'!. — (-L-IiO a.m.) — General 
Buller lias reported nothing of his opera- 
tions tin ?4loiula.v, and olHiaal and press 
intelligence leaves the British bivouacked

Oonan Doyle .on tbe Unintentional 
Achievement of President Kruger. 

London, Jan. 23.— Mr. Alfred Austin, 
itlie poet laureate, and Or. Conan Doylo, 
ihe novelist, woro tlio quests of tlie Au- 
thors' Club last niglit.

The motion wiis 
iost by a vote of 7 to 2. 

There were iircsent His Worship May- 
or llaywurd, in the chair, and Aid. Kins- 
man, AViUiaiiis, Cameron. Hrydoii, Bwlc- 
with, Stewart, Yate.s, Cooley ami Hall. 

.lUd. Yates ro»ie to a iiuestion of pri- 
vilege before the regular business of tlic 
meeting was taken up and stated that lie 
had not mentioned, as ijiioted in the Col- 
onist "several instiinci-s as to C.l'.lt. wel- 
tlshncss." 

The following communication was re- 
ceived from Mcssm. Bodwell & DuS: 

Gentlemen: lie the proposed extension ot 
the Victoria & Sidney liallway to Cbllli- 
wack: 

In tills matter we are Instructed to la- 
form jou that, if the city of Victoria will 
grant In aid of tbls undertaking n bouns 
of $40,000 a year for twenty years, a num- 
ber of gcDtlemen of good flnauclal .stuudini;, 
who are all business men of the eliy of 
Victoria and whose Interests are emlrely 
with the cllj-, are prepared to mulerlake 
the eouHlruelion and operatlou of tills rail- 
way. They will procure the uicessary 
leglsliUlve authority and proceed with all 
espedltlou to the construetlou of the road 
If they cau obtain llnancUil nsjilsiance from 
the elty of Victoria to the anuniut referred 
to In the former part of this letter. 

We nre uot at liberty iit present to nieii- 
tluu the uauicH of our ch'ut.s, hut we beK

this section ot the city there are a large 
number of old and extremely dirty build- 
ings, most of them without propi>r sanitary 
conveulencea and unlit for human habit- 
ation. There are also many alleyways, 
back yards, cellars, vacant lots, etc., that 
are very unsanitary. I recently made a 
report on this subject to the city council, 
and suggested that on account of the dan- 
ger of the Introduction of "plague" ami of 
the Impossibility of satisfactorily applying 
existing sanitary laws to Chlaatowa the 
legislature be asked for Increased power 
to deal with It. I am pleased to be able 
to state that the council promptly adopted 
my suggestion and Is now asking the gov- 
ernment for the required powers,

Tenders for supplies for the current 
year being submitted, the tenders for 
lumber were opened, the rest referred to 
the finance committee and the purchasing 
4igent. After hearing the ligures for 
umber read, they were thought to be so 
complicated that they were referred to 
the purchasirig agent and liuancc commit- 
tee with the other tenders. 

The electrie light committee submitted 
a ri'port recouuuendiiig minor alterations 
ill the service. lUHjeive<i and iidoiited. 
Tlie firewardens reported as follows: 
Gentlemen: Your lire wardens committee 
having considered the undermentioned sub- 
ject, beg to rei)ort and recommend as fol- 
lows: 

That the purchase of ground, erectlou of a 
fire ball and equipment of same In Victoria 
West Is necessary and should receive Im- 
mediate attention. 

That we have given the question serious 
consideration and estimate the cost nt 
$0,000. We recommend the appropriation la 
the estimates for the year of said sum for 
the purpose mentioned, and also that your 
Ore wardens be empowered to advertise 
for tenders for a site and to purchase a 
combined chemical engine and hose wagon. 

That with the erection of n new hall and 
equipment of same the placing of six addi- 
tional hydrants will be necessary In Vic- 
toria West, to afforiJ jirotectlon to buildings 
at present outside the reach of the de- 
I)artment with a limited supply of lln- 
iiobe. 

Aid. Stewart iwinted out in connection 
with the report that there was an op|K)r- 
tuuity to purchase a clieiiiical engine 
from Portland, and lie suggested that the 
Cliief be permitted to go to I'ortlaiid ami 
inspect the machine. In regard to tlu^ 
lot which was recommended tu be pur- 
chased he thought one should be adver- 
tisiHl (for, HO that those who have lots 
could teiuler. 

Aid. WiJIiams wanted to know if the 
city had money to buy a lot. It u'()\ild 
be foolish to call for tenders and then 
find they had no money for the purpose. 
Aid. Williams quite agreed that Victoria 
West needed a fire hall, school house 
and other improvements. 

Aid. Brydon did not like the idea of 
sending the Chief over to examine the 
engine — it would be best to bind the 
agent to deliver it here in good condition. 

Aid. Kinsman was in favor of adopt- 
ing the report. lie understood that 
.'!^l,2fX) could bo saved by the chomical 
etigine and he was decidedly in favor of 
pitrchasiug it. Victoria West had been 
promised and should get the.sc improve- 
ments. 

Aid. Cameron was of the opinion that 
it was genenilly understood that some- 
thing was going to be done for Victoria 
W(vt, and he thought it would be best to 
go ahead with the whole matter or else 
drop the whole thing. He was not much 
in favor of the i<Jea of the Chief going to 
the United .Slates to iiisiiect a second- 
hand machine, but it was represented iu 
this case that the city would get a good 
bargain. 

On the motion being put the report was 
not adopted. 

The finance committee recommended 
the appropriation of .^20 per month for 
three months for the Salvation Army. 
Urantcxl.' 

The same committee recommeiiied the 
payment of a number of accounts for 

the jxast month. Adopted. 
Aid. Y.ates moved the followipg: 
''That no einployee of the Corporation of 
the city of Victoria except policemen and 
tlremcn shall be, permitted to receive from 
t he British Columbia ISIcctrIc Railway Com- 
pany a free pass or permit to travel on the 
said company's lines, but the corporation 
shall provide pn.s.ses to travel over the said 
company's lines for the elty engineer, the 
superintendent of streets, the superinten- 
dent of electric, chief of fire department, 
the sanitary offlccr, plumbing Inspector, 
and such other servants the heads of the 
various departments shall determine. 

In e.vpl.mation Aid. Yatiti said there 
was a mistake in not iiichidiiig in bis 
motion the street insneotor and city engi- 
neer. He personally had no idea as to 
who was entitled to ii pass. All he was 
after wa.s the establishment ot ii prin- 
ciple. Xo man could serve two masters, 
and l.e did not think it in the interests 
of til" c;iy .-iint Hiicli a system should pre- 
vail here. We should not put any of the

travelling was, in his opinion, the best. 

Aid. Cameron- could not eoo the force, 
of the argument. If you bar the suporin 
tendent of streets and engineer, there is 
iiothing to bar the other ofllcialfi. But 
what about aldermenV If we are going 
to be BO delicate wo had better make the 
thing more sweeping. 

Aid. Beckwith moved that the matter 
be referred to a special eoinmitteee. To 
him it seemed that the matter cast iu a 
sense a reflrction on the city olQcuils. To 
his mind the giving of passes ■was mere- 
ly a courteous act on the part of the 
company to city ofllcials. 

Aid. Stewart did not think ofllcinlH 
could be influenced, but it was the prin- 
ciple of giving passes he was opposed to. 

Aid. Kinsman & Beckwith both spoke 
against the motion. 

A vote being taken, it was lost on a 
vote of 5 to 2. 

Aid. Brydon moved as follows: 

"That In accordance with power granted 
In a hy-Iiiw for the construction of per- 
manent sidewalks. in the business portton 
of the city, be It resolred that Goremment 
street between Cormorant and Flsguard 
streets be laid with concrete sidewalks and 
granite curbs as provided for In said by- 
law; and he It further resolved that the 
city engineer be Instructed to lay before 
this council an cstlinate of the coat of 
said work, the same to be completed as 
provided for In clause seven of the by-law." 

The motion carried. 

The council then went into committee 
of the wlnde on the Victoria & Sidney 
Uailway by-law. Siune progress wan 
mtide with the various clauses. The 
third reading will be taken up next 
Tliuisday evening. The council then 
ailjou rnetl.

The luaiiiior in which the government 
conducts the l)nsiness of the bouse is 
always a legitimate subject of comment. 
When tlic address was under discussion 
the iiiembers ' of the government ro- 
inained silent, so far as any reply to tin 
opposilioii (HI (lUGStlons of imlicy wa^ 
concerned, and shut off debate l>y em- 
ploying the previous question. Mr. 
Speaker Porster has ruled that this is a 
matter whieli cannot be mentioned in 
the bouse, and the government [larty 
has sustained him on appeal. In tin: 
interest of freedom of debate, which is 
one of the safeguards of liberty, the 
li'^'islature nnist at the very earliest 
iimiorl luiily declare itself not to be 
bound by the narrow and tyrannical rul- 
iiijcs of .Ml-. .Speaker Forster. There is 
not another British legislature in the 
world, where such rulings would be tol- 
erated for n single moment. For the 
present, unfortunately, British Columbia 
is not in the enjoyment of a legislature 
conducted on British principles. 

Wo have had a great deal of talk in 
the house in regard to loyalty, but it is 
ii loyalty which seems only to apply to 
iSiiUtli Africa. Money is beiup; freely 
offered for the defence of liberty iiiid 
'equal rights in that far away portiini of 
the world, while liberty and eiiual rights 
iirc being denied one bait of the mcm- 
liers of the legislaturo. Mr. L'orster is 
the Kruger of British Columbia, the very 
persouilicalion of tyranny, the most 
striking example ot abuse of power that 
has ever been in evidence in thO' history 
of this province. 



the coiintrj', on the whole n va.ster 
amount of wealth is brought in by those 
who come^i^to'i'explpit the gold. When; 
one miner comes and curries away a 
<-c)nsiderabIe amount of wealth, sev- 
eral come here and ccpeiul wliat they 
bring with them or what they earn here. 
Ati a general proposition gold costs more 
than it is worth. For e.'cample, about a 
million dollars wore taken out of Atlin

general living expenses wo do not think 
M-e are extrav agant. That is to say it pro- 
bably cost two (b)llar.s to win every dol- 
lar ia gold that was taken oat of Atlin 
last year. This does not mean that min- 
ing is unprofitable to the country, but 
(piite the reverse. It does not mean that 
the majority of the people who go into 
the mines lose money, for many of those 
who do not make it in miuiug make it 
in other ways. 

Wo hope to see the rest riel ion uiion 
aliens removed at a very early day The 
measure commended itself to very many, 
but we are now satisfied that it v«s a 
mistake. If there was any reasonable 
prospect that oiir placers could be ex- 
ploited by our own people, we could plead 
for the law as it stands with some amend- 
ments, so ari to permit of the investment 
of foreign capital with greater freedom, 
but as this is altogether improbable we 
hold with Mr. Clifford that the law 
slioald be stricken from the staliiti' 
book.

1.1 couiinend a full and open expression 
of public sentiment, even if iiceom()anied 
with .unseemly demonstrations, than that 
the mouth ot the public should be closed. 
Mr. .loseph Martin is a .stormy iietrel of 
polities, but an occasional tempest is 
belter than an atmosphere ot monoton- 
ous indifference. With the merits of 
the Nanoinio tumult wo are not very 
iiincli concerned. Whether one gentle- 
man iir another n>preseiits the views 
held by the people of Nanaimo for the 
time being is not nt the present moment 
a matter of very groat importance. We 
do not say that it may not be importapt 
hereafter, but just now nothing special 
turns upon it. 

What we find to commend in the Na- 
naimo meeting is the great earnestness 
displayed on both sides. Karnestiiess is 
one thing th;it is much needed in this 
province. There is plenty of it in busi- 
ness; but tbere is entirely too litth? of 
it in public affairs. Politics are dealt 
with as though the interests of the 
tipoplo at large, the principles of self- 
government, the usages established 
tluongb centuries of trial and oflen 
tliMiiigb bloodshed, wore of trifling con- 
cern. We hope the earnestness of the 
people of Nanaimo will be contagious, 
although there would be no reasonable 
ground of objection if it wore displayed 
ill 11 leas disorderly fashion.

AN INTERESTING rRECEDENT, 

lu view of the probability that before 
many days the government may find 

itself in a position to be unable to carry 
on the affairs of the province, and iiuiy 
ask the Lieutemint-Governor to grant 
til em tt dissolution, it may be interesting 
to refer to an incident which occurred 
in the New Zealand legislature in 1877.

The oiiposition, not iieing any more (,'on- 
fideat of the result of an appeal to the 
people than the government, the advan- 
tage gained by the vote was not fol- 
lowed lip, and the goveriimeiu was able 
111 iiass the estimates, ivherciiiioii tlu' 
house was prorogued ami the govern- 
ment'TCtnained in power. The valin? of 
the incident is in the J"nct that the case 
was submitted to the Secretary of State 
for the Colonics, and the Lioutemint- 
Governor's course was fully sustained. 
A case of ibis kind demonstrii Ics in the 
strongest jiossible way the folly of Mr. 
Semlin's threat of a dissohition in the 
event of a government defeat.

'I'lie falling tree struck llic other euil 
of the log on which tliey were standing 
and the three men were thrown into the 
air, aud fell union.iist. logs and sticks, 
The men were working for Captaiu War- 
ren of this city and had not had previous 
e.xpericnce in" felling trees.

was brought before Mr. Shell, charged 
on his own confession with being a <le- 
serter from the Royal Navy. The jiris- 
oner. an able seaman, deserted from 
II. M. S. Egeria at San Francisco last 
.Inly. He had no dilBcultj' iu obtaining 
a berth aboard an American bark bound 
for Quecnstown and England, via (.'ape 
Horn, and after a possage of nearly live 
mouths he was- paid off at Hull. He 
bad rather more than £20 in his posses- 
sion on leaving the bork, but after a day 
or two in Hull ho came to Loniloii, and 
speedily ran tlirongh his money.

After full eight hours' consideration in 
ilie legislature yesterday nftornoon .and 
last evening, the resolution of condem- 
nation 111)011 the government proposed by 
Mr. ClilTord, and based ujion the gov- 
ernment's course with regard to the alien 
exclusion hiw, was negatived by niaeteeen 
to si.\tecu. Almost everyone contributed 
to the discussion ot the insuos involved, 
and the evening session was lightened 
with numerous anecdotes aud laughter- 
provoking bon-mots from both sides of 
the house that served to reward thi' gal- 
lery throng for their attendauce. Kiglil 
new government billri were brought be- 
fore tbe bouse at the early part of tlu' 
session, and it was indicated by the re- 
marks nnd course nf ilie Premier that the 
intention is In cnnlinue the night sessions 
from no^^■ mi iiiilil llic busiiies.s on the or- 
ders is disiKised of- \villi piissibly a few 
special couccssimi-. in ihe form of evening 
respites. 

The hoiiisc h.'iviiig been opened with 
prayers by Jiev. .1. 1''. \'ichert, petitions 
were jiresentcd bv ihe following: 

.Mr. .McUnde -Vroni the British Co- 
lumbia Vukoii Railway Company, pro- 
test ing against leave being granted to M. 
King and others to preseul a petition 
for tlie incorporation of a railway com- 
pany to build nud operate a line in tlie 
northern portion of this province. 

-Mr. Eberts — From John G. Mackay 
and others of South Victoria district, pe- 
iiiii.iiing against the building of a school- 
housi- in that particular locality.

The follouing bills, standing in Ihe 
name of the Attorney-General, were in- 
troduced, received a lirsl re:iding, and 
set for second reading at tlu.' ne.\t sil- 
ting of the house: 
To amend the lOvidence Ael. 
To iiinend the County Courts Act. 
To amend the law respecting the lia- 
bility of trustees. 
To amend the K.^ecution Act. 
To amend the Supreme Court Act. 
To amend the Companies' Act. 
To amend the Game Protection Act. 
'I'o amend the Jlunicipalities Incorpora- 
tion Act. 

A bill to amend the Farmers' Insli- 
tuies and Co-oiieration Act (Hon. .\lr. 
(.'otton) was alcso introduced, read a first 
time, and placed (ui the orders for sec- 
ond reading on Tuesday. 

WAX'I' OP COXPlDKXCi;. 
The house was proceeding to other busi- 
ness on tlie onlers of the day, when 

.Mr. Turner directed attention to the 
fiu t that on the paper there apiK'ared 
notice of a want of confidence resolution 
standing in the name of the senior mem- 
ber for Oassiar, which in accordance with 
the opinion expressed by the Premier 
during the present session— ehouiil lie 
given precedence over everything else. 
He asked if the government Iiail changed 
their views in Ibis coaiiectiim. 

Hon. Mr. Semlin g;ive ii negative reply 
to ibis interrogation. The fact that there 
was a want of confidence resolution on 
tlie orders had escaped his notice, but 
as thUi appeared to be the case be iiuito 
iiincided with the leader of the opposi- 
tion that il should bo proceeded, with im- 
inedialely. 

Mr. ClilTord accordingly moved, second- 
(1 iiy ('aptain Irving: 
"That, in view of Ilie liast.v legislatiiui 
by the goverinmeiil last session iu am- 
nding the Placer .Mining Act, by which 
aliens are <leprivcd of the right lo ac- 
luire idacer mines in this province, hav- 
ing proved highly delrimentul lo the 
mining industry liy obstnicling tbe intro- 
liiclidii of capital, creating a dij^triist in 
titles to mining claims, and by hamper- 
ing the develoimient of such industries, 
the government has forfeile<l the con- 
fidence of the people of this province." 

In elaborating his reasons for the pre- 
sentation of this resolution, the senior 
member for Ca-sfiinr said that he was 
(piite cognizant of the fact that the gov- 
ernment is now askine leave to intrmluce 
an amending bill by which it is contem- 
plated to correct in part the evile arising 
out of the last session's legislation iu 
iliiesiimi aud he was glad this wa« the 
ciise. anil he was quite well aware that 
I lie indicated ael ion had been taken at 
Ihe suggestion and by reason of the jires- 
su]-e brought to bear by the oiipositioii. 
From the meagre outline of this correc- 
tive measure that had been given liy 
till- Finance Minister, it app(>ared that 
il would mil go nearly far enough. Il 
was not enough that the law .shcuild be 
SCI amended so iis in |)erinit aliens to hold 
and operate mining )irop(>rlies ac(Hiired 
by purchase from Iiritisli, or. riillier, 
Canadian, locniors. He declined to sup- 
port any lialf-'trrarU'd and iiiconipleic 
measure of this character, or any mea- 
sure Ihiit did not aim to sweep from thi' 
slalule liiiok Ihe whole of this oli.jectiuii- 
alile legislation — lixd;, sloid: and liarrel. 
He li;id positively and umiiia liliedly nji- 
puscd this ineMsure last sessimi on the 
groiiiiil thai it was iiiii|iiitous in principle, 
unwise ;ind impoliiii — and he continued 
lo ojipose it in part or in entirety. 

Mr. Speaker hero interjected a doubt 
as to whether the resolution could be 
admitted ns fitrictly in order, in view of^ 
the ver.v. recent rejection by the bouse 
of another want of confidence motion. 
However, us no objection had been tak- 
en, lie would not challenge the course 
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that the 'memb'ei- for Gassiar • had seen 
fit to pursue. 

Mr. Clifford continued to inform the 
house of his having spent the whole of 
last siiinmer in the Atlin district — know- 
ing every creel; and all lb" conditions 
there — he could miy that wiihoiit exeeji- 
tion the miners wore opposed to this alien 
bill in both its principles and its effect. 
It had. greatly retarded, the development 



and prosperity of Atlin district, and had 
done incalculable injury to the iirovini-e 
as a whole. Indeed this legishuion had 
virtually ruined the Atlin ctuinlry ami 
iiieidentally had prevented the goverii- 
nieiit from realizing an euorinons revenue 
friuu the working of the northern gold 
lieUls. Its evil efTccls were general, hut 
especially were they apparent in Cas- 
siar. Instances were given of the ex- 
clusion ot foreign capital that had songlit 
investment in the Atlin country, aud by 
the action of (he British Columbia gov- 
eriiinent had been driven to Alaska ami 
Ihe Klondike, where it would no doubt 
greatly assist in the devi'lopment of those 
districts. This act had also bron;;ht ruin 
to many good Canadians, who being suf- 
liciently fortunate as to secure idainis, 
but not having the reiiuisilc capital lo 
open iij) and operate theiii themselves, 
found their liandM lied :\nil their proper- 
ties valnless to them, since the.v were 
by the law prohibited from selling lo the 
.Vmericims, who were praclically the 
only capitalisls in tin; connlry for the 
purpose of investing. The .Vlien ICxclu- 
sion Act therefore had worked great 
hardship to tln' indiyjdnal -a striking ex- 
ample at Willow creek had dcvelolied un- 
der his personal observation. Pinlber 
hardship to tlie minew had been crenlcd 
by the gold commissioni'r recording nnd 
laying over so many elaiins. the snfTer- 
ers being those miners who had taken up 
claims, fully believing that they had 
uiuiuestionable right 80 to do. The dif- 
lieuliies arising in this eonneetion might 
very largely have been reduced had lion. 
.Tiistlee Irving been invested with hi* 
powers as commissioner nnd despatched 
to the north six weeks earlier than was 
the cane. In every way the alien law 
had proven itself antagonislic lo the in- 
terests of British Columbia, and inas- 
much as the government had shown no 
intention of sweeping it bolus bolus from 
the laws of the province, he thought the 
government meritiMi the condcmiialion ot 
tiie house— expretising the well-undor- 
slood condemnation of tlie country. 

Mr. Ilelgesen briefly defended the pol- 
icy of the administration, holding tljat (is 
they now proposed to amend Uie obnoxi- 
ous measure, they were not entitled to 
the condemnation of a want of confidence 
vote. 



MR. MePHlLLIPS pointed to the 
fact that he for one had not aciiiiieseed 
in the passage of this act, being at the 
lime before his constituents at a bye- 
ideelion. On his resuming his seat in 
the house, be hail expressed his dis- 
apiiroval of the measure— holding it lo 
be pernicious in principle, unwise aud 
unconstitutional — and had endeavored 
by the introduction of a bill in his own 
name to secure the repeal of at least the 
most salient and objectionable features 
of the just-passed measure. At that 
time one of the ministers had risen in 
his place and strongly obiected to liis 
bill being considered, claiming that it 
touched a matter of government policy, 
which was not to be interfered with. 
Such being the case, it was futile for 
tlie same government to now endeavor 
to repudiate authorship of or responsi- 
bility for the act. They were now say- 
ing il was not a party measure at all; 
that it had been passed by the voice of 
the assembly, aud that, it being now 
admitted to have been ill-advised, Ihe 
op[iosilion were (>(iimlly blanieiible with 
the governnu'iit. Tlu; mere fact ot the 
governnieni denying his right (i> en- 
ileav<ir lo reiieal. declaring Ihe ;ict as a 
mailer of government policy, was fatal 
til their iireseiil contention. Sentiment 
had aliiiie siip|)iiiied this bill in its 
enactment; il had iiroven most biinefiil 
in lis operalion; and the entire eoiinlry 
linil cried out against it. It was but 
another illustration of Ihe tendency of 
this governnii'iit to pass drastic Ii>gis- 
laliiiii that was unsought and unih'sircd 
by Ihe peiiple. N'ery many of these 
statutes had been severely criticized at 
Ottawa as coiillict ing witli both Ho- 
iiiiiiioii and Imperial policy; and that 
this parlieuliir act was trenching in that 
direction be had iioiiitcd out time and 
again last .session — a statement which he 
liroceeded to substantiate and emphasize 
by reference to the reports. Clauses 
had been found in many of the public 
bills— nnd private bills, too— that were 
ultra vires and nugatory; and the house 
had before it a report of the Minister of 
Justice himself (which he read),, that 
went very far toward showing tlint it 
was against the best interests of the 
province to puss such laws as this and 
similar measures. It was wrong, too, 
that when a private member asked for 
ail opinion of the house — as ho had done 
last year on this identical measure — that 
the Premier should den.v it. By the 
operation of this act, Eastern Canadian, 
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lirilish nnd f<u'eigii companies had been 
;ilike ihdiarred from aciiuiring or iiiir- 
cliasing mineral claims, although licensed 
to do business in British Columbia — the 
result being most <lisadviiiitiigeoiis wlu;n 
it was taken into iieeouut how small the 
mining investors class in Canada is in 
comparison with the same in otlier 
countries, nnd more particularly the 
United States. Skilled prospectors wore 
needed In the new gold fields to bring 
them into deBira))le recognition— and the 
Americans were among the best pros- 
pectors in the world; our pro.spccting 
iiiineis as a rule were men of limited 
means, and it was iiiglily necessary and 
ilesiriible that the law should poriuit 
tliciii (as it formerly did) to sell their 
just claims, contiiiui; thidr useful work of 
e.vploriitor.v character, ami possibly work 
llieir subseqiioiit discoveries — the Ameri- 
can capitalists being as u rule the very 
best investors. As a result ot the opera- 
tion of this law there had been no ad- 
vantiigi' to our own people, but instead 
a direct ami grievous loss. " Retalia- 
tion " was a poor argument; besides, in 
thirty of tlie states of the American 
union there was no restriction oper.ating 
against Britishers in the ownership of 
either mines or lands. In Washington 
even it was merely necessary to file 
papers expressing an intention of be- 
coming citiziMiH. That the policy of the 
goveriimrnt had not changed with re- 
spect to (he principle of this act was 
substantiated b.v the fact that there was 
no referenee to it in the speech from the 
throne, wliicli omission certainly justi- 
fied the present motion. It was quite 
true that a reference to amending legis- 
lation had been made in the course o2 
Hon. Mr. Gotton's spceclu but - that 
reference did not by any means indicate 
an abandonment of the main policy of 
the act, i. e., exclusion. It did not indi 
ente that these various companies would 
lioncefortli bo permitted to do business 
ill the province, ns contemplated hy the 
measures under which they had been 
incorporated, nnd ns would prove of 
great advantage to provincial develop- 
inont. The Alien Exclusion Act had 
been aimed against public interest; it 
had been proven liad throughout in both 
priiieipio and practice; it was vicious 
iu trenching upon matters of Federal 
and Imperial policy; it was a menace to 
the mining industr.v; had been ill-con- 
ceived; and had been iiroveu injurious 
in every way. IMr. Tisdall's remarks iu 
moving the repl.v to His Honor's specoli 
showed that the government Avns still 
committed to the principle of this bill; 
public opinion was distinctly opposed fo 
it — and the junior miMubpr for Victoria 
accordingly justified the adoption ot the 
resolution before the house and the im- 
mediate and complete repeal ot the act 
in question. (Applause.) 

MR. ELLISON said that last .venr ho 
had refrained from saying anything on 
this subject because he liad not been 
aiile lo stud}- it. X'ow he had done so, 
jinil he had found that the act, having 
been tried, had been found wanting. It 
was not in the inten^sts of this province, 
.•mil it had prevented the introduction of 
needed ciipital f(U' the working of the 
mines of British Columbia. The senior 
member for Oassiar could speak with 
nulbority on this subject, nnd the house 
eould not but have been impressed with 
his opinioi). The senior member for 
('nriboo, on the other band, had said 
that everything was going on satisfac- 
torily when ho left the Atlin country. 
Ho (Mr. Ellison) desired to show, that 
Mr. Helgcsen had changed his mind 
since the time when he came down from 
Alliii Mild the tiuie he had taken his seat 
in Ihe house '.' "Why? Perhaps it was 
because tile Chief Cunimissiouer of 
Lands and Works had visiled his dis- 
Irict. To illustrate Mr. Hclgesen's for- 
mer position, the member for Vale pro- 
ceeded to (luotc the following interview 
appearing iu the Ashcrott .Touriial: 

" Mr. Ilelgesen authorized the .Tourual 
to say as his unalterable coiu'liisioiis, 
first that the eight-hour law was unwise 
legislation and should not have been 
passed, at least at this time, and that 
various rulings b.v the commissioner of 
mines must be cliiinged; second, that 
the anti-alien legislalion was a mistai;e; 
third, thai if the pri'sent government 
does not at the very earliest date repeal 
these obnoxious measures ,iiid make now 
regulations in tlu' mining department, 
amending Ihe License Act, etc., aud give 
Cariboo the attention it should but has 
lint received at itr-i hands, he will with- 
draw his support, and will sit at the 
cimiing session iu the opiiosition. That 
this statement was inado after careful 
eiinsideraliou and as an expression of the 
views onlerlainert by him and to be 
given to his constituency. The conver- 
sation took place in the presence of sev- 
eral mining men, residents of Cariboo 
aud . coustitittjnts^ of Mr. Helgesen. who 
to a'.nidri; a88ur§d;fjhim ?that his present 
..views' were 'tho^e' of' at least the great 
majority, If not of ail of his constitu- 
ents."; , 

Mr. Helgescn — I distinctly deny ever 
having made such a «tatoment. (Oovern- 
ment npplauso.1 

Hon. Mr. Carter-Cotton — Ho d(>nied 
thai long ago. (Renewed government 
iipphvnse.) 

.Mr. ICllison thought tliii.t the lion, mem- 
her should have denied the interview in 
the upper country, and not have 'waited 
until he came to the house, six months 
after, before taking this course. . 
,Mr. ITelgWien— So I did. 

Mr. Ellison said that he certainly 
would not hnvc waited six . months, to 
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<leny such n statement it it were untrue. 
Ho could not understand how a man who 
had been in the Atliu country, and a 
man who was conversant with the mining 
laws and could speak so intelligently on 
mining matters generally as Mr. Holge- 
seu could, could come forward and say 
that everything was right. 

He (Mr. lOlIison) was prepared to sup- 
port the rosoiiitioii. 

Addressing himself to a question of 
privilege, Mr. Helgescn docliirod that 
the interview upon which this . publica- 
tion in the Ashcroft JcJurnal' wits based, 
had 'been nothing more than " a bar- 
room talk" that took place after 12 
o'clock at night His vicwsliad not been 
correctly reported.

Alien Exclusion

MR. JOSEPH SIAUTIN pri'fuced hia 
remarks upon the rosolutiou by oxpress- 
ing surprise Unit uo defeiice hiul been 
made by the government ou so import- 
ant a challonBc— an experience that had 
been paralleled only a few days before, 
when they oiod their followers had sat 
dumb before the charges of the opposi- 
tion — 

Mr. Speaker held that no reference 
could bo made to this past debate, and 
requested the member for Vancouver to 
adhere to the question before the house. 

From this ruling Mr. Martin appealM, 
as ho wished it to be on record for the 
benefit of others during the course or 
the debate; and the chalr was sus- 
tained on a party division of 19 to 1(. 

Addressing himself to the resolution, 
Mr. Martin admitted that wlieu the 
Alien Exclusion Act tiad been passed bo 
had heartily endorsed its wisdom, be- 
lieving the measure to be both justihablo 
and well timed. He had thought last 
year that such a measure was (luito 
called for by the extremely arbitrary 
action of the Amcricau uutliorities in 
adopting irksome and vexatious customs 
regulations and i!! otherwise doing all 
they could lo einbiirrass persons going 
into the Klondike through the American 
strip and wlio liad bought tlicir outfits 
in the Cauiulian towns. Time wiis then 
of value, and miiny hud paid the Ameri- 
can duties nither tluin submit to the 
delays, breakiige of packages and ex- 
cessive cliarges for convoy which the 
Americans adopted. I!y these means a 
large percentage of the Klondike trade 
properly belonging to Canadians had 
been diverted into American channels— 
and especially into tno hands of citizens 
of Seattle. A bitter feeling had not un- 
naturally been engendered in Victoria, 
Vancouver and even the Eastern Cana- 
dian cities, so that the retaliatory legis- 
lation to prevent the American miners 
stnlcing or purchasing placer claims in 
Atlin camp was' genorally approved and 
appreciated throughout all Canada at 
the time of its passage. But while he 
had endorsed it then, and had looked 
upon the measure as quite justilicd, he 
had suUleicntly amended his opinion, in 
view of the effects developing in practice 
under the act, as to agree that it was 
perhaps in tlie interest of British Cohiui- 
hia to now amend or repeal the measure 
— while at the siinie time the Amerieans 
had no riglit to complain of tlie net ns 
unfair, being estopped from complaint 
by their own legislation of .similar tenor. 
Looking at the matter solely from the 
provincial standpoint, and seeking an 
expliuiation of tlie act not having 
worked ns it had been expected to, for 
the advantage of the province, he found 
tho situation thus; Tlic Americans 
were pre-eminently a mining people, and 
inclnded many mining speculators — a 
class that could not be produced at a 
moment's notice, Canada having no 
speculative mining class of its own. 
These people, so necessary for the pros- 
perity of a new mining country, had 
been driven away l)y this act, American 
capital and enterprise which would 
otlicrwlse have been expended in tho 
building up of the northern part of this 
province being thereby ko))t away from 
those Canadians who had been fortu- 
nate enough to stake good claims but 
who had not money enough to work 
them for themselves— they had found 
their properties rendered practically 
valueless to them through their inability 
to deal in them witli tho only people 
who were in the field to purchase. The 
act was also alleged to have operated 
disadvantagoously in connection with 
tho hydraulic claims in Cariboo, l)y pro- 
venting -American investors from talcing 
up this class of mining i)riipositioiis 
capital looking with alarm at what 
might be interi)reted as an a(l<]pti(5n of 
the principal that alii-ns shonlil not I>e 
allowed to get iiossession of mines in 
British Cbluniiiia. The same effect liad 
also been noted, though to a less extent, 
in tho Kootenay. These Ix'ing the facts, 
he regretted that the government had 
not grasped the meaning of its duties 
and rcsponaibility and — interpreting the 
wish of tlic people— taken the first oj)- 
portunity to amend its policy in accord- 
ance with the change in public opinion 
based upon the practical test of the act. 
The government should have indicuted 
in His Honor's speech an intention of 
going right at the root of the trfuble, 
the true ond only correct remedy for 
tlie evils to M-Idch he had ri^fcrred being 
the repeal of the objectionable statute in 
its entiretv. (.\i)plause.) 

MB. McHHlDIO looked upon the gnv- 
ornment as on trial on this very ground, 
nnd regarded it as his duly to assist in 
forcing the issue if possible to the re- 
jection of the government. He admit- 
ted that there might have seemed to be 
good reasons for the passage of this leg- 
islation last year, but having found the 
act a gross blunder it was tlie lirst duty 
of tho goverinnent to have made an end 
of it. lie noted tliat while excuses 
were made for tho position of the gov 
vmment by private members on the 
other side, there was nothing being said 
in their own defence by memhers of the 
government. Having himself visited 
Atlin during Inat season. In? could say 
from personal knowledge that the stat- 
ute had worked great hardships— it was 
indeed imposBibic to estimatr tho total 
of the mischief and damage done. He 
cited several instances of desired capital 
being excluded from Investment; and 
declared that when the government 
fwho nlone could by constitutional law 
be held responsible for the legislation of 
the country) put this measure in force 
there were thousands of American 
miners and investors ready to go iirto

the Atlin country who had thereby been 
prevented from assisting in its develop- 
ment. .He too felt justified {it voting 
against the government in view of these 
facts. 

Mil. A. W. SMITir (West Llllooct) well 
remembered when this act" was before the 
.'.oglslatnre last scHslon that arguments had 
been brought forward, by the govcrmueut lu 
Its support which hud appeared well found- 
ed. The e.^erlenee of last year had, how- 
ever, disproved all these conlenllous, while 
ho had at all times been opposed to aucli 
logl.shitlon as tended towards the eieUi- 
sioii of eiipltal. He referred the house to 
the Journals of '!):! as liearlng out his stnte- 
ments In this regard— that It was bad pol- 
icy to antagonize foreign capital, Brlilsh 
Columbia's small population making it Im- 
poBslblc to bring the country Into the posi- 
tion It should by Us natural advantages oc- 
cupy, without the assistance of forcigu 
money. The nlleu bill having been proved 
to operate adversely to the mining Interest 
all throughout the province, and llie gov- 
ernment not having Indicated any change 
of Its policy herein In the speech from the 
throne, he intended to snjiport the reso- 
lution, 

COL. liAKint also favored the resolution, 
expressing considerable snrprl.se that no 
member of the government should have 
come forward to defend the course of the 
inlnl.stry. The act now In review was one 
of those iileces of hasty legislation which 
had marked the last session. At the time 
of Us prescatatlou arguments had been ad- 
vanced which had at the time appeared to 
be not unreasonable but ho had then ask- 
ed the government that It such a measure 
were good In' principle wby It should nut 
ho made to apply to quartz mines a.s well 
as iilacer. The fact of the matter was that 
Its operation had hampered the mining In- 
dustry In all sections to an Incalculable de- 
gree, being at the same time directly ho.s- 
tUe to the well known lirltlsh upen-iUinr 
policy, lirltLsh Columbia being ill.'stlnctly 
open Ui censure In closing her doors. 

.MU. I1.VI.L( after the remarks that had 
been heard from .Mr. ClllTord and .Mr. Mc- 
Phillip..;, was considerably snri)rlsed at tlu) 
course taken by the senior uiemher for 
i-'arltioo; he eoind coine to uo other conclu- 
sion than that that geutlemau was iiuU- 
iically hlde-houud, and should lose ao tliuv 
In getting cured. He felt that any . man 
who would say that the condltioas la Atlin 
are all for the best interest of the country 
and quite satisfactory could not be credit- 
ed with being consclentioua. lie did not 
hlanic the government, uor the house, for 
the passage of this act last year, as It ap- 
peared at that time to be a legitimate out- 
come of a very natural fecUug of reaeut- 
meut of tho hostility displayed by the Am- 
ericans In conuectlon with the KlonUdie 
iraiU — and calculated to conserve the bi'St 
Interests of lirltlsh Columbia and lirklsh 
Columblaus. liut the governmeut had failed 
lu accomplishment of the results aimed at, 
and he blamed the governnioni tor— Instead 
of recognizing the fact and taking the lirst 
opportunity to meet it— putting In fifteen 
ounces of polities to each one jf conniion 
sense lu their meeting of the dlfllculiy. 
It was no disgrace to admit being In the 
wrong when one found It out, but It was a 
disgrace not to seek the first opportunity to 
end a wrong when one was known and 
proved to exist. It was therefore the duty 
of tho government to bave announced It 
as part of their policy to wipe out thlS 
legislation In Its entirety as prejudicial to 
the welfare of the province— and as Ihcy 
liad not taken this course he felt bound 
to support the resolution. 

MU. NEILL dealt with the so-called In- 
consistencies of the opposltlou In having 
accepted the measure under consideration 
last year, yet seeking to condemn the gov- 
ernmi-ui for It now. lie held that In eoii- 
dciniilng the government as [iroposed In the 
resolution, the opposition would also he 
coadeniiilng theinselveH; anil reterrlag jiar- 
tlinilarly |i, th,. uiemberH for I>e\vdnry, 
Southeast Kootenay, and Victoria City (Mr. 
Turner), declared that each had been guilty 
of Incouslsicucy. .Mr. Mdirhle he charged 
with having said only last Thursday that 
all he asked for was an anienduu nt to jicr 
nilt of Americans acquiring claims by ijur- 
elinse; with respect to Col. Baker and .Mr 
Turner, he iiuoted portions of published re 
nnuks of theirs, In wblcb he held they had 
ailiidtted an cndorsatlon of the very legis- 
lation which they now sought to censure. 

•MU. BOOTH held that there could be no 
doubt that It was the government ijnd the 
government alone that could be held rcspon 
sihle for accomplished legislation. The 
memhers of tile opposition were responsible 
to their own constituents for whatever 
stand they choose lo take, but tho gov- 
ernment was responsible to tho country as 
a whole. No one on the government side 
had shown or attempted to show why this 
obnoxious legislation should bo continued, 
nnd ndmllilng the principle to be a wrong 
one yet Indicating no Intention to reject 
It, he held to be a good reason to Justify 
the house la assuming that the counfry hud 
lost conOdcnce In the governmeut. 

.MU. KEhUB followed, prefacing bis re- 
marks on tho resolution with an iudcUnlte 
reference to the Deune-Prentlee eaabling 
bills of last year. 

Mr. .loseph Martin, to a point of order, 
wantiHl to know what bearing these meas- 
ures could have on the debate. He was also 
curliais to know how It wan that Mr. 
Speaker never called the attention of the 
members of the government side to the 
fact when they were obviously out of or- 
der. 

"The third member for Vancouver will 
withdraw that remark at once," sjild .Mr. 
.Speaker. 

"Of Course X will " said .Mr. Martin. 
Mr, Kellle was not permitted to iirocet'd 
with the matters he liad Indicated an In- 
tention of discussing, and coutliuied to de- 
bate the resolution In much the same fash- 
Ion as the member for Albernl, hohlliig that 
to condemn the government the members of 
the oppbsltlon would condemn thcm.selves 
—and blso condemn the public who had ap- 
proved the alien exclusion bUt at Its pas- 
sage. He suggested that the resolution 
should be withdrawn, and the opposltlou 
wait for the corrective bill which the gov- 
ernment would present later on. Atlin dis- 
trict had been found not to come up to ex- 
pectations- 
Mr. ClllTord promptly disputed the cor- 
rectness of this assertion. Atlin had not 
only come up to expectations," but much ex- 
ceeded them. 

Mr. Kellle disclaimed nny^ intention of 
discrediting or misrepresenting .Vtllii, and 
said tiini what he had meant was tliut It 
was not (us at lirst tiiought; a poor iiinn's 
ciaintry, to he worked with pick and shovel. 
Ho opposed the resolution us based ou op- 
DosltlQU IncouBlstency. 

CA-Ppj^lNi^IUVINO . had voted for the 
alien' exelu'sidn'measilra Inst session, at that 
time ^believing thatjjt, . would bo well for 
British ColiimblabBii.tbi'show the people of 
WaBhlhgfbn;thatiJt;i^liiey ■ would not amend 
thelr^la'WS tqCsflciiilffiJ.UBtlce ; to Cataadians, 
we '6ri"tlils*'slde fcftuld'iijake bur to operate 



to the.) disadvantage of Americans. He 
therefore accepted his share of blame for 
the passage of the act; and made It clear 
that what he blamed the govcriimeut for 
was not the passage of the .act' Jast ses- 
sion, but -neglect and Indlltereiiceifto the 
effects It had produced In "pracHce; which 
effects should have ; been ■- • Intelligently 
;itudied and met by a repeal blU' submitted 
as the very first legislation of the present 
session. He cited how In Atlin camp capi- 
tal had been excluded, the Canadian miner 
had sulTered from being unable to dispose 
of his claim, nnd In one month (last June) 
no fewer than S.OOO people had joined In the 
exodus from Atlin by canoes, scows and 
every other means of conveyance— llndlng 
no prosiiects for a season's work. Com- 
plaints had been frequent, ami the senior 
member for Cariboo had been one of the 
■iilgliest kickers" (laughter)— even going so 
far as to one of the 'delegates to condemn 
the governmeut and seek' an amelioration of 
the disadvantageous conditions. For these 
reasons he intended to vote for the reso- 
lution. 

Mr. ia>ert8 followed with a strong ar- 
raignment of- the miuibfrs for ihoir 
cowardice in offering no word of ex- 
planation in defence of their policy. 

Mr 'i'uriier also contributed a telling 
addrt'ss, having the floor at G o'clock, 
and continuing after recess. 'i'lie de- 
bate ccmtiuued until nearly inidiuglit, 
when the motion being put was lost on 
party division, and the house adjourned. 

Ai'i oxteiidcci report of tlie concluding 
addresses is unavoidalily omitted from 
this issue, but will appear to-morrow. 



A LETTER FROM PRETORIA- 



English Officer Sends Information and 
Advice From the Enemy's Capital. 



.V <'orrcsp(Uidi'nt of the I.,ontlou Times 
gives tlic following interi?sting nccouut of 
Pretoria iti war times: 

rreloria, Nov. 18.— The arrival of so 
many British subjects as prisoners of wai 
in the htuidfi of the Boers, thougii troub- 
ling the Oiinds of Ilcr JJajesty's loyal 
subjects who are graciously iiermitted to 
remain here on sull'erance, is not without 
its compensations. We do learn sonie- 
tliing of what is going on outside, witli- 
otit belTig compelled to view it tlirough 
Iloer spectiicles. The news has some- 
how leaked out that tliere is very little 
likeiiliood of Kiniberley, MiifeUing and 
Ladysmitli being captured l)y the Kepub- 
lieaii forces. In fact, it is whispered that 
tlie two former arc iinprogiial)le, despite 
the reiterated statements that lliey liave 
just been ciiptnreil. Britisli prisoners cy- 
press ovcr.v conlidcnco in tlie abilit.v of 
Sir George White, (Colonel Kekewich and 
(Colonel liiului-rowell (with wlioni it 
.Major Lord Kdward (jccil, Lord .Sails 
bury's soldier-son) to hold out until re- 
lieved by the troops now on the way to 
succor tiioni. It is also whisiwred that 
tlie Boer authorities arc fearful of tho 
effect wliich a few Hritisli victoriiis may 
have upon such a largo number of pri- 
soners, 60 tho warriors interned are to 
be moved to a new canip, now being pre- 
pared, over a dozen miles away, where 
ihey will be completely in isolation, and 
can only hear the news which their cap- 
tors tliink fitted for their consumption. 
MUST CO.Mlil.Nh: METHODS. 

T.'ntil tlie Itnperial military authorities 
have lonrned lo combine Kuropenn and 
.Vfrican methods of warfare, British 
troops employed against Hoers will al- 
wii.vs be exposed to too great a risl: of 
disaster. We are lu.t lighting Zulus now. 
Wo are not even lighting the Boors as 
they were in 18S0 and 1881. It is not 
( iiongh that the old system of fighting in 
closo order hua been abolished. The 
Boors of tho pre«eiit day are probably 
better armed than we are. fTo figltt them 
successfully onr troops must he in very 
open order, take every possible advan- 
tage of cover, nnd our bniins must be 
used to outwit them. Their homo-made 
commandants {whom we dignify with the 
title of "gcuerals") are no match for Brit- 
ish brainH, so they are employing V(.'ry 
clever men, accustomed to our style of 
warfare, to .issist them. Our leaders 
ought consef|ueiitly to take every jirocmi- 
lion, negleeiiiig notliing, not trusting to 
luck to pull tl.cMi through. We are learn- 
ing at an awful c^ist in men ami mone.v. 
Til ' I'.ocrs are doliglited to bi- able to 
shut up mu- tro.ips in fnrtilieil jilnce.s', 
Tlii'y wish to kerfi them tliere, wliilst 
tlie.\ loot and aiiii.'X the siirroiindiiig ter- 
ritory. Ill time the Iin])erinl oUleers will 
fall in witii the .Vfrican idea of numer- 
ous small liodies (if auxiliary scouts, con- 
tiiiualiy on tlie alert, harassing the en- 
emy and patro'lii'g the siirr(ninding coun- 
try, as Weil as sujiporting and protecting 
the tirliUory.

Sometimes they are 
termed "irregulars": but that is a mis- 
take, for they should be as specially 
ti allied and disciplined as the regulars 
themselves. For instance, in Natal, tit 
the presimt innmcnt, the Boers hav<> a 
guerilla force of over a thousand siiarp- 
shooters specially selected to support their 
aiiillery. In tmn* to come, perhaps.no 
Intltery (f lirilish artillery will be con- 
siilered com(,lete without its proper coin- 
plemciit of "guorillery." It is certain 
that an ample force of this guerillery pro- 
tecting the otlier regular troops, would 
ha\i' proveiite,! nearly eviyy one of these 
"disasters" wliirli have iianded so many 
British soldiers over to the Boers ns i)ri- 
sonor.s in this South African struggle. 

LETTERS FUO.M EXGLA.ND. 
Onr Englisli letters are awaiting us in 
Capetorwn or rietermaritzlnirg, we ,ire 
not sure which. So far from being an- 
noyed, we are thankful to the Britisli 
MUfhnrities for sto|)|)ing them in transit. 
Every letter would be openiMl by the 
Boer olllcinls, its contents being iiutl'd for 
use as required, many letters would bi' 
kept back entirely, and a chance remark 
(piite iiiuoceutly made by a writer, if it 
roused the ire of some Boor "jack-in-of- 
fico," might easily be made nn e.\ciwe for 
imprisonment or even place life in jeo- 
IMirdy. 

Tho shops in Pretoria are still kept op- 
en by order of the powers that be, appar- 
ently principally for (he purpose of per- 
mitting those authorities to commandeer 
whatever they think fit. whenevr'r the 
governmdrit contractors (Messrs, T. W. 
Beckett Co., and Mr. EJdward ,Tohn- 
stone) say they cannot supply in sutll- 
cieiit quantides. We are forcibly rc- 
ininded that tlu' SoiUh African Hepiiblic 
i« really an international sovereign state. 
W(> liiive no Itritisli agent to appeal to 
wluMi tliet^e exactions are ' made. In 
tlieory British subjects are exempt. In 
liractice they niu«t submit. 

I'jveii wliilst the British agent was

Latter Day Science to Provide a Uniqiie 
litH:ord of the Conllict in Africa. 

i'rom London Today. 

There sailed in the same Castle liner 
with Sir lledvers Bullet: a correspondent 
who, although unattached to any news- 
paper, is likely to secure a •wider publi- 
city for bis chronicles of the war than 
any of the trained jourmilists accompany- 
ing the forces.

Of 
course, we do not know how far their 
interest will sujiport us in tlie nclnal 
field, liiit so far no coinplaiiits have been 
iiiadi" by the authorities. Dickson will 
endeavor to secure all the ordinary 
privileges of i\ war correspondent. ^Viiy- 
how, we know our man, and he'll not 
return without Komelhing inl(>resting." 
"Will ho take actual lighting?" 
"We hope so, but if the Boers continue 
potting away nt L',000 yards distance 
from behind stones, there won't lie any- 
thing very inspiring for the biograpli 
machine. As you know. Sir Hedvers is 
taking out with him the standard he 
took with him to Natal 18 years ago. 
I-Ie intends to hoist that flag at I'retoriti 
before many weeks are over. We in 
tend to photograph the great scene." 

"Wliat are your means of ptiblica 
tion?" 

"Well, we've 8,000 mutoscopes a 
present ut work in Great Britain, and 
livi! biographs. Besides, we have mn- 
cliiues in practically every capital on the 
globe." 

" Do yon over encounter serious dilll- 
cnltioB ?" 

" Uather! We sont a man to Renne.'^ 
to pliotograph Dreyfus, and erected ii 
sean'oldiiig io comnuiiul tlie prison yard

and waited for days, as patiently as that 
clmi) Guerin in Paris.

The past nnd present members of the 
Hoys' Brigade firobably number over a 
(imirter ot a million. They have been well 
drilled and innny of theui bald a prollclency 
certlllcnto for ambulance work. Tlien? iirc 
ubuut live thousand uetlve memliers uiid 
liiousands are growing n[) every year and 
passing from Its ranks out Into the world. 

There are already companies being suc- 
cessfully conducted nt Capetown and neigh- 
borhood. In Xatal, the Durban companies 
have been formed Into a battalion. The 
movement lias reached Murltzburg. Tliere 
«as a company in .loliai.,iesiinrg and other 
parts. There Is also u Zulu eimi|iany and 
no fewer than a thousand boys are enroll- 
ed la the brigade In this fiart of the world. 

The object of the lioys' Brigade Is ••tli(i 
advancement of Christ's Kingdom ninong 
hoys," jiiid although it has always been as- 
serted that the oliJeiMs of the (iriii were 
not to make boys suldiiM-s, still It must be 
in the minds of every thoughtful persmi 
that It is better that every young man 
should be able to take his idnce if neces- 
.sarylut hentitlona Idefeii cclnsted Ilthatn 
sury In the national defence, Inijteod of be- 
ing an atom lu an untrained and uniillsolp- 
lined mob. It seeni.s to nie that there la an 
opportunity for past and present members 
of the Boys' Brigade over eighteen years of 
age to take a very active part In the pres- 
ent camiiaigii. They may do so, without 
la any ccintravening ili.-i prlnci|iles undi^r 
which they were enrolled, and wiiiie there 
Is cuiisideralde dlfterence of opinion ns to 
the righteousness of the present struggle, 
there cannot be I wo opinions as to wliat our 
jiresent duty is, i.e., to conclude it .so.^ed- 
ily as possible. 

-Many competent military men tiiiiik the 
bcsi way to do this is to put into the lield 
siii-li iin overwheiining force of trained sol- 
diers tliat the eiieniy may see that it Is 
useless to continue Hie struggle. A swift 
defeat may be the most merciful mode of 
dealing with an enem.v whom we must re- 
s|ieet, and who have reason to think them- 
selves ns good ns we are. Cafortunately 
there does not appear to be any way of 
bringing the enemy to understand that we 
are llglilliig now for ttie existence of our 
Kiniilre. ICven if wr agL'iavntc a man when 
he is at home, if lie eniers Into our house 
ami atteiiijits to slangliter us, Hkmi It la 
cieiiriy our duty to defend oiirselves and 
jueveiit hliii from making another sucli an 
at tempi. To do this we need many more 
men tliaii we huve. Tliere ;ire many train- 
ed siildiers nei.'Uided in jirotectiiig our coiu- 
iiiiialciiHoiis iidjiicent to the base of oper- 
.illiins, other.s are (>ngage(l In ambulance, 
hiispliid nnd transport duty, it may be de- 
siriilile to seiiil tlieiii out to the front. If 
a few tbonsaiids of the Jiasl iiiid jireseiil 
liieiiiliers of the I'.oys' Brigade were formcMl 
Into n special coi-ps tliey could be used for 
these puriioses. Trained youths are always 
useful, and In what better way cait "our 
boys'" be serving their "Captain," their 
(Jiicen and country than In bringing suc- 
cor to the wounded, either to jfrlend or foe'.' 
To assist In bringing about a lasting pence 
by the liberation of trained forces which 
are needed In the front to secure It. 

The only anxiety I have Is that I sliould 
not Injure the cause of the Boys' Brigade, 
nnd 1 must take the sole responslhllliy for 
tlie suggestion. I nm no longer a mei.aber 
of the executive committee, but seeing that 
lids struggle is likely to become one of 
liniiieuse Importance and remdi dimensions 
of which we cannot at nresent form an ac- 
curate opinion; Hieii surely It is better that 
.vonug men should go out nt once In peace- 
ful service as .soldiers of mercy than that 
they should be forced later on to go nnd 
tight in tlio .support of our Empire. Even 
nmong the deeds of our bravest soldiers, 
do not the. deeds of mercy stir us more, than 
the wiinderful feats of daring? Wheh we 
rend of one. of our 'soldiers In the^heat of

When American Interests ami niiililtloiis 
were aroused they attaclied themselves to 
the Nlcarugnnn route, mainly because It 
was the other route; Its advocacy has been 
Inspired In a Rreut part by the detcrmlnn- 
tlon to have a canal made by American 
capital. The nationality of the money 
put Into the work, or of the promotci,'^, la 
less important than la generally supposed 
ill this country. Tlie .Suez canal was a 
French enterprise, obstructed by the lirlt- 
Isli. wild did not car(> to have any Med- 
iterranean iiower enjoy n short route to 
India. Tlie ciinal was made, and It lias 
become nialnly English in the use iiiadi' of 
II; it is dominated by the British occuiia- 
Hon of i;gypt and the British government 
lias acfiulred the kliedive's stock Interest, 
ami its neiitralizatliiii denies even to L'lig- 
laad any excliisive rights In It In the event 
of war. Tliere is little doubt tlmt a canal 
between the Atlantic and the Pacific, 
whether made by Americans or KuTO- 
peaiis, would be open to the ships of all 
nations upon cijual terras in war as well 
as In peace. 

But the adoption of the h'lcaragua- route 
as the American In distinction from the 
French route has diverted attention from 
the I'annina route, and there has been 
little candid elTort to weigh the relative 
advantages of the two. For the first timt> 
sim-o an Amcrloan Islliinlan canal was 
agitated tills is being dune by the present 
i-aiial connnlssioii. The new Panama 
Canal ('oiii|iaiiy and all the commendal 
liiteri'sts in I'aniiina and Colon and their 
vicinity have observed the increasing 
Iiroliiibllity that the United .Stales would 
con.striict a canal, and liave recognized 
tlmt if It constructed tile Nicaragua canal 
the Panama canal would never lie 
I'.nlslied and all tlie coiumereial value of the 
Isthmus of Panania would be destroyed. 
Tliey liave \inerlcaii connections, nnd they 
succeeded In Inducing congress to provide, 
in creating the present coinnilsslon. for the 
investigation of all Isthmian routes.

Much valuable 
ill formation regarding it ought to be ob- 
tained from the commission's forthcoming 
report. In the meanwhile, It may be 
safely sitld that If private capital Is will- 
ing to c->mplete the Panama canal no ob- 
stiKties should bo thrown In Its way.-

A radical and Important change in the 
law for the recovery of moneys due is 
contained in the bill to amend the Exe- 
cution Act, the effect of the amending 
act being to destroy the lulvantago of 
priority in execution, and secure a rate- 
able distribution among creditors of all 
moneys recovered — the prc-sent law in 
this regard enabling the creditor who 
lirst proceeds to exoeution to satisfy bis 
claims in full, while others may por- 
cliance be able to get nothing. 'I'lie 
(iroposed iiniendinent is very similar in 
priiieiiile lo the acts of Ontario aiid 
Manitoba, where good results are saitl 
tir liave been obtained in practice. Three 
months is the period allowed after exe- 
cution for the filing of claims with the 
sheriff against the receipts of ox<'cution, 
and tlie act does not becomo operative 
until .\|>iil 1 next.

There appears to be very littli^ differ- 
eiu-e lii'tv.-een the bill res|iecting the lia- 
bility of trustees of which .Mr. Helmcken 
had given notice, and that w-hicli the 
Attorney-t leneral has lai<l before the 
house, and it is (luite iiossible that they 
will lie merged. Their scope is t<i ter- 
minate the iiersonal liability of trustees 
under certain conditions, the measure 
being very similar to legislation recently 
enacted in Manitoba and adopted in tbe 
Old ("ouiitry some time ago, which has 
been very favorably commented niioii by 
the law journals since its practical test 
in operation. The entire force and 
effect of tbe bill now before the legis- 
hitnre is contained in the second section, 

wliich reads: 

" '1. If it appears to the Supreme court 
or a judge thereof that a trustee, how- 
ever appointed, is or may be pcrsonnlly 
liable for any broach of trust, whether 

the transaction alleged to bo a breach of 
trust occurred before or after the pass- 
ing of this act, but has acted honestly 
and reasonably, nnd ought fairly to be 
e."ccused for the breach of trust and for 
omitting to obtain the directions of the 
court in the matter in which be commit- 
ted sucli breach, then the court or judge 
may relieve the trustee eitlier wholly or 
liartly from personal liability for the 
same." 

* • • 

Bill No. 9, for the amendment of the 
Game Proteetion Act, 3R98, contem- 
pli-.tes meeting the difficulty presenting 
itself when, during last spring, an en- 
deavor was made to prevent the ex- 
portation of deerskins in what is termed 
the " pickled " stage. The clause which 
it is proposed to re-enact relates to the 
prohibition of certain animals and 
game birds, and reads: 

" 1. .\o person shall at any time pur- 
cliasc or have in possession with intent 
lo export, or cause to be exjiortod or 
carried out of the limits of this prov- 
ince, or shall at any time or in any man- 
ner exporl, or cause to be exported or 
carried out of the limits of this prov- 
ince any skin or hide of niiy animal 
mentioned in this act. in a pickled state, 
or in any other state, nnlcss said skin or 
liiile has been completely converted into 
leather ready for tbe manufactur-.'r'H use 
ivitliout being w-orked over or treated 
in any way, nnr any otlier portion of the 
animals or birds mentioned in this act 
in their rtiw state; and this jirovision 
shall apply to railway, steamship and 
express compiinics. In determining the 
question of intent of any jiarty charged 
under this section, any competent proof 
that the accused' has within one year 
cvported or caused to bo exported or 
carried out of the Ihnits of this province, 
•■tny bird or animal covered by this sec- 
tion, or any part of such bird or animal, 
.shall be received as .prima'', facie evi- 
dence of the existence of such vnnlawf ifl 
intent charged in the complaint or in- 



formation; provided, it shall be lawful 
for any jierson having a license under 
section IT) of this act to export or cause 
to be exported or carried out of the lim- 
its of this province, the heads, horns or 
skiiu< of animals mentioned in section &, 
sub-section (d) of this act, that have 
been legally killed by such license- 
holder; provided that the provisions of 
this section shall not apply to bear, 
beaver, marten or land otter."
